My dear Wood: 


I have been meaning for some time to write to you 
to express my pleasure at the entrance of the Numismatic 
Society into the group of this Council and to express the 
hope that the acquaintance that was suspended when we graduated 
from Brown in 1900 may now be renewed.

If he does I shall be grateful 
for such attention as you may be able to give him. 


Mr. Bushakra is an Arabian and a naturalized citizen. 
He lives at 152 Second Avenue, Newark, New Jersey. He says 
that he is a close friend of Professor Hitti of Princeton and 
seems also to be acquainted with other scholars but I know noth- 
ing of him beyond a brief call yesterday.
